Will Exempt Small 
Companies of U, S. 


Corporations Having Less 


Than $25,000 Income 


Escape Tax 


HITS BIG CONCERNS 


House Tax Committee 


Says Measure Would 


Help Business 


WASHINGTON —(/P)— Newly-com- 


pleted tax revision recommendations 
should stimulate business substantial- 
ly without lowering the government's 
income, a house tax subcommittee sale 
Friday. 


It handed to the house ways anc 


means committee 63 recommendations 
for tax changes, including proposals 
for extensive modification of the two 
levies which business men have crit- 
icized most—those on capital gains an 
undistributed corporate profits. 


The full committee arranged to begin 


public hearings on them Saturday 
when Treasury spokesmen are sched 
uled to testify. 


Taxing Capital Gains 


The subcommittee contended that the 


principle of the undistributed profits 
tax was sound and should be retained, 
that complaints about hardships re- 
sulting from it were exaggerated, and 
that the severity of normal income and 
undistributed profits taxes on cor- 
porations "has often been overstated 


But it suggested many changes in 


corporate taxes which it said should 
eliminate some causes of hardships and 
inequality and ease the tax load of 
small companies. 


The subcommittee contended that 


the application of income taxes to in- 
come derived from capital gains was 
"justifiable"on eco'iiomic, equitable and 
practical grounds." Noting an argu- 
ment that the capital gains tax had ac- 
centuated stock market slumps and ad- 
vances, it asserted that: 


"The underlying business situation 


and the related speculative temper of 
the times are primarily responsible for 
stock market and real estate booms 
and collapses." 


Virtually none of the benefits con- 


templated for most corporations would 
be given to a group of firms whose 
stock is owned by a few persons and 
whose operations "are likely to be used 
for tax avoidance," the subcommittee 
said. They would be subjected to a 
surtax, added to the levies imposed 
on most companies, which would bring 
their total payments almost to the 
level of those under present law. 


The "revenue should be protected," 


the subcommittee declared. 


Its report advocated no changes in 


the excess profits and capital stock 
taxes. 


Small Concerns Escape 


Congressional experts said the new 


corporate 
tax 
proposal, 
operating 


through a series of credits and deduc- 
tions, would work out in practice so 
that all corporations having annual in- 
come of less than $25,000 would be 
exempt from any undistributed profits 
tax. They would pay a normal in- 
come tax graduated from 12M> to 16 
per cent. The highest effective rate ap- 
plicable to a company in this group 
would be 14-. per cent. 


Tho Treasury has estimated that 88 


per cent of the nation's corporations 
would be exempt from the undistribut- 
ed profits tax. But big corporations, 
which do about 90 per cent of the cor- 
porate business, would pay rates rang- 
ing from 16 per cent if they distributed 
all their income in dividends to 20 per 
cent if they distributed none. In be- 
tween, a third class of corporation 
would pay rates graduated from the 
top effective rate of 14.1 for 525,000 
firms to the 16 and 20 per cent sched- 
ules proposed for large companies. 


Existing law provides a normal cor- 


porate income tax of eight to 15 per 
cent and an undistributed profits tax 
of seven to 27 per cent.

NASHVILLE, Tenn.— (/P) —John D. 


Davis, 66, Cannon county farmer con- 
victed of involuntary manslaughter in 
connection with the death of his "plow 
woman" wife, Jodie, 34, won a reversal 
in the state supreme court Saturday. 


The woman succumbed last May to 


an infection from an illegal operation 
which the prosecution accused her 
husband of performing. 


He was sentenced to a year in the 


penitentiary. 


Davis testified he had worked his 


wife in front of a "bull-tongue" plow, 
but denied he had any connection with 
her death. 


The supreme court reversed the Can- 


non criminal court for error in ex- 
cluding certain testimony, "because 
the evidence preponderates against the 
verdict."

George Sutherland, whose retirement 
from the high tribunal is effective 
Jan- 


uary 18. 


Reed long has been discussed as a 


possible appointee to the supreme 
court. His name was mentioned often 
in the speculation over the successor 
to Willis Van DeVanter last fall when 
the president selected Hugo Black. 


Hoover Speaks 


SAN FRANCISCO, Calif.—(/P)—For- 


mer President Herbert Hoover dis- 
cussing the proposed eight-point pro- 
gram of "American policies for peace," 
Saturday charged that the present 
United States government once "de- 
stroyed" an opportunity to promote 
world peace based on economic pros- 
perity. 


"An unparalleled opportunity to 


have brought some measure of eco- 
nomic peace was lost when a world 
economic conference was delayed, and 
finally destroyed by our government 
in 1933," the former president de- 
clared.

Body of Machinist 
Found on Highway 


Lloyd Nail, 34, of Little 


Rock Killed—Pine Bluff 


Man Is Arrested 


LITTLE ROCK—Lloyd Nail, 34, em- 


ployed at the Rock Island railroad's 
Biddle shops as a machinist was killed 
and Harry D. Wallace, 41, truck driv- 
er of Pine Bluff, was held in jail for 
questioning in connection with the 
death after a series of unexplained 
events in the vicinity of the shops early 
Saturday morning. 


After Harry Nail, brolher of the 


victim talked to Dr. Howard A. Dis- 
hongh, coroner, officers arrested Wal- 
lace who disclaimed any knowledge 
of haw Nail met his death. 


Harry Nail told officers he met his 


brother at the shops at midnight by 
prearrangement and was taking him 
downtown in a automobile for a mid- 
night lunch who a truck struck them. 
This accident occurred several blocks 
north of the shops. Nail said he turn- 
ed his car and gave chase to the truck. 
He and his brother succeeded in stop- 
ping the truck as it crossed the 
Fourche bayou bridge and that Wal- 
lace, the driver denied any knowledge 
of tho accident. Harry Nail said Wal- 
lace agreed to remain on the scene 
until officers could arrive. Leaving his 
brother with Wallace, Harry Nail re- 
turned to the shops and called the 
police. 


Patrolmen Hay and Schmuck found 


Harry Nail awaiting them at the shops 
and picking him up, crossed the bridge. 
They found only Nail's car on the 
scene. The officers and Nail started 
out 
Confederate 
boulevard. 
About 


four blocks south of Ihe bridge Ihey 
found Lloyd Nail's mangled body in 
the highway. 


Leaving the brother with the body 


and several 
motorists who already 


had stopped, 
the officers continued 


out the boulevard. About seven blocks 
farther out they found Wallace eating 
a slandwich in his truck. Why he 
stopped, he did not explain. 


Wallace on the scene Saturday morn- 


ing, told of being overtaken and stop- 
ped by the brothers who accused him 
of wrecking their car. Wallace denied 
the accusation. He said after Harry 
Nail left to call the police, he decided 
to continue to Pine Bluff, 


Wallace said Lloyd Nail never board- 


ed his truck and that as he drove off, 
Nail remained with his wrecked car. 


Other Cars Pass Over Body

had passed over Nail's body before 
the police arrived. 
They 
stopped. 


Nail's skull was crushed. Both legs 
and an arm were broken.

Compromise Fails 


on Cotton's Bill 


Senator and House Con- 


ferees Unable to Reach 


Agreement 


WASHINGTON,—W—The congres- 


sional conference committee on crop 
control legislation reached a stalemate 
Friday over the basis for determining 
cotton acreage and adjourned until 
Monday without agreement on any 
item in the cotUio section. 


Leaders said the impasse arose from 


the failure of Senator Bankhead (Dem., 
Ala.) and Chairman Jones of the House 
Agriculture Committee to trade after 
conferences virtually had agreed on a 
compromise. 


Representative Hope (Rep., Kan.), 


committee member, said Bawkhead de- 
clined to accept tlte terms of Jones' 
offer to allot a state's share of na- 
tional production on a baleage basis, 


Jones asked in return, Hope said, 


that Bankhead agree to the House pror- 
vision for a penally tax of two cents a 
pound on cotton sold in excess of mar- 
keting quotas. The Alabaman insisted 
the fine was not sufficiently drastic to 
insure farmer compliance and held out 
for the provisions of the Senate bill. 


The latter would penalize the pro- 


ducer 75 per cent of the market price 
received on exce*ss cotton. Hope said 
tlus would be about seven cents a 
pound.

With 'Involution" 


Church of England Aban- 


dons Opposition to 


Scientific Theory 


LONDON. Eng. —<#>)— The Bibical 


account of the creation of the world 
provides "no objection" to theories of 
evolution, the Church of England's 
Commission on 
Christian 
Doctrine 


agreed unanimously Thursday. 
The 


272-page 
report 
was described 
by 


some church leaders as the most im- 
porlnni Anglican document in almost 
400 years. 


The 21-man commission headed by 


the Archbishop of York said the rec- 
organi/.ed Christian doctrine of crea- 
tion "leaves- abundant room for a 
variety of theories as to evolution of 
the world." 


'Ihe commission, appointed in 1922 to 


resolve doctrinal differences, declared 
that the universe "depends upon the 
creative will of God." 


The report held the Sixteenth cen- 


tury Reformation was justified and the 
church was "still bound to resist the 
claims of contemporary papacy."
